It would re¬ 
quire $3,450 to maintain the stand¬ 
ard 'of living which is how main¬ 
tained' with $2,500. * 

Considering the increase in pri¬ 
ces already recorded, Mr. Porter 
calculated that a doubling of the 
present price level would mean 
that the things which a dollar 
bought^oTi September 1st, 1939, 
wbuld cost $2.60. To put it another 
way, the dollar’s 1939 purchasing 
power would have shrunk to 38c. 
The dollar which the family had 
haved for its old age in cash or in¬ 
surance would be worth little more 
than one-third.—Brook’s Bulletin.

He can’t do that now and with interest rates still 
declining he will be in greater difficulties tomorrow. 

Twenty thousand dollars invested in good securi¬ 
ties gave a man an income of about $100 per month 
before the war. To get the same income now re- 
xjuires an investment of $40,000. 

In the meantime those planning retirement face 
a double squeeze. The tremendous increase in income 
tax makes it more difficult to accumulate savings 
and the sharp rise in the cost of living makes a 
greater income from those savings necessary. 

. Hacdest hit is the middle class, farmers, small 
businessmen and salaried people. With their own se¬ 
curity plans menaced by high tuxes and low inter¬ 
est, they are asked to contribute the bulk of the bil¬ 
lion dollars a year Ottawa is now spending on social 
legislation largely to benefit somebody else.—Fin¬ 
ancial Post.

T TNTIL a few years ago scores of thousands ox 
Canadians could contemplate secure retirement 
on life savings of $10,000 to $20,000. A farmer 
could sell his farm, or a small merchant his store, 


The Chinese Communists are 
not really 'Communists, says 
Lord Iverchapel, the new British 
Ambassador to Washington, 
Some Canadian comrades of that 
ilk are not either. They are La¬ 
bor Piofyessive and more incen¬ 
diary on that account. The Chin¬ 
ese are, however, followers if 
not fellow-travellers. While Rus- 
sion armies were leisurely trudg¬ 
ing their reluctant way out of 
Manchuria Chiang Kai Shek and 
General Marshall must have not 
ed how ready the Chinese Com¬ 
munist army was to occupy the 
evacuated places. 

French Communists may not 
be the real simon pure either, 
but they operate none the less 
obediently and according to pat¬ 
tern. They were not the largest 
group but by gaining control of 
labor unions they were able to 
force their way into the Cabinet 
by threatening general strikes, 
unless they were recognized. No 
matter what they call themselves 
or what their country, Commun¬ 
ists are Russia’s Trojan horses. 
Fred Rose, M.P. protests that he 
served the Communist cause with 
out prejudice to Canada. Senti¬ 
ment toward his native country 
was as thin and weak as his 
sworn allegiance to his adopted 
epuntry. He was having com¬ 
merce with agents of a country 
that entered into a murderous, 
plunderdeal with Germany to dis¬ 
member his native Poland and 
reduce her to the truncated con¬ 
dition she is in today. He, a Pole, 
was working for Stalin who after 
the rape of Poland telegraphed 
to Rihbentrop: “The friendship 
of the peoples of Germany and 
the Soviet Union, cemented in 
blood, has every reason to be 
lasting and firm.”

Income Tax Cut 
After Jan. 1,1947 


personal income tax purposes—ef¬ 
fective Jan. 1, 1947. 

Federal succession duty rates 
doubled with provincial taxes al¬ 
lowable as a deduction. 

Excess profits-tax reduced on in¬ 
come above U6T1/3 precent of 
standard profits. 

Tax exemption to credit unions 
continued.

How It..Works 

The $2,250 wage-earner with 
two children will have to pay $130 
income tax in 1947, but through 
the year he will receive a total of 
$72 for each child—$144—leaving 
him $14 in the clear. At $2,500 a 
year, he’d be paying only $49 when 
the decks were cleared. 

At present, the $2,500 man with 
two children pays $216 income tax 
and his $144 family allowance 
benefits leave him $72 in the red. 
At $2,500, he’s paying a net tax of 
$132. 

The Three Year Basis 

Referring to the three year per- 
jod provided for farmers and fish¬ 
ermen,'Mr. llsley said; 

‘‘In 1948, all farmers and fisher¬ 
men who have made returns for 
1946 and 1947 will he entitled to 
average their incomes for the 
three years 1946, 1947 and 1948 
and to pay in respect of 1948, not 
the tax for that year, but the tax 
which would have been payable 
over the three-year period had 
they earned the average income in 
each of the three years less the 
amount of tax actually paid in re¬ 
spect of 1946 and 1947. 


The gov¬ 
ernment will allow patronage divi¬ 
dends paid in cash a reduction 
from taxable income. The new 
policy is not retroactive so far as 
the prairie Wheat Pools are con¬ 
cerned, except that tax would have 
to be paid on 1944 and 1945 pat¬ 
ronage dividends. 

Other features include— 

Corporation tax cut from 40 to 
30 percent. 

Patronage dividends of co-oper¬ 
atives and similar payments allow¬ 
ed as tax deduction. 

Co-operatives starting business 
after Dec. 31, 1946, given three- 
year tax exemption. 

Mutual fire, casualty and auto¬ 
mobile insurance companies sub¬ 
ject to tax with dividends deduct¬ 
ible. 

All children to be classed as 
family allowance recipients for 


Income tax reductions have not 
been carried as far as the public 
had honed, but Finance Minister 
llsley lias announced a small de- 
rease, which will not take effect 
till January, 1947. 

Exemptions for single persons 
are lifted from $660 to $750 and for 
married persons from $1200 to 
$1500. A fiat exemption of $300 
is allowed for dependents over 16 
years. A flat deduction of $100 
will be allowed for each child elig¬ 
ible for family allowances. 

A three-year period has been 
set for the basis of average farm 
income. The request to the govern¬ 
ment has been for a 5-year aver¬ 
age period.

Minimum length of fish caught 
must be eight inches, measuring 
from the tip of the nose to the cen¬ 
tre of the tail.

SEWE RATES BYLAW AND LOCAL IMPROVEMENT BYLAW 


Town of Vulcan 



• It is the intention of the Council of the Town of Vulcan to under¬ 
take the Local Improvements, as hereafter outlined in Schedule “A.” 
For the amortization of the Local Improvement the users will be charg¬ 
ed according to the rates shown in the Sewer Kates By-Law. These 
Local Improvements are the laterals to the Sewer System and are to 
be constructed with money borrowed by the Town and secured by the 
land against which they front. The main sewer lines and the complete 
Waterworks System are to be constructed by means of money borrowed 
upon the credit of the Town at large. The plebiscite for the whole 
Waterworkes System, and the Sewer System exclusive of the laterals, 
will be held at a later date, at which time the assent of two-thirds of 
the proprietory electors will be required to authorize the Council to

Strikes Unlikely in 1946 
Fred Dowling, Canadian director 
of United Packing House Workers 
of America (C.I.O.) predicted that 
there would be no more packing 
house strikes this year, because of 
the willingness of managements to 
talk over a mast agreements.

Day and Night Service 


So far as Canada’s understand¬ 


ing with the U.S. government is 
concerned, Canada has not forfeit¬ 
ed its place in the U.S. market, 
said Mr. Taggart. He pointed out 
that The U.S. has called a world 
trade conference with the idea of 
reducing or eliminating trade bar¬ 
riers, not increasing them, so it 
could safaly be assumed that the 
duty on Canadian beef would not 
be increased and the Canadian 
quota would not be lowered or 
dropped. 

Furthermore, high UNRRA of¬ 
ficials had told him, he said that 
Canadian canned beef was so pop¬ 
ular in Europe that it would prob¬ 
ably find a permanent market 
there. The price would have to be 
reduced, he ventured, because the 
quality of the meat going into the 
cans was not the best.
